Beirut,  Lebanon  (BP)  —  The 
Badarro  Street  Baptist  Church,  as- 
•pciated  with  Soutfaem  Baptist  mis- 
work,  was  danuiged  duriaf  a  re- 
c*nt  outbreak  ol  fl^tina  in  Beirut, 
Lebanon. 

The  church  was  the  first  one  dam¬ 
aged  since  the  two-year-old  civil  war 
tnded  in  1978.  The  latest  skirmish  ia- 
volvid  Syrian  peace-keeping  forces 
•nd  Christian  militia.  No  miaskMiaries 
were  injured. 

According  to  Finlay  M.  Graham, 
Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
B<»rd  field  re{»'esentative  (or  the 
Middle  East,  missionaries  in  Lebanon 
have  "a  very  high  morale,"  and  those 
currenUy  in  the  United  SUtes  plan  to 
rebirn  to  Lebanon  on  schedule.  Local 
Baptists  have  used  the  Badarro  Street 
Church’s  basement  as  a  bomb  shdter. 

A  hospital  operated  by  another 
Christian  organization  was  slightly 
damaged  during  the  conflict,  but  no 
one  was  hurt.

w.  A.  Criswell,  pastor  of  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Dallas.  Tex.,  and  Caesar 
Clark,  pastor  of  Good  Street  Missio¬ 
ns  Baptist  Church,  also  in  Dallas, 
will  be  featured  speakers  for  a  joint 
black  and  white  rally  in  Jackson  nest 
spring.

Criswell,  pastor  of  the  largest 
Southern  Baptist  church  in  the  nation, 
is  a  former  president  of  the  Southern 
Bap^  Convention.  Clark,  in  addition 
to  his  pastoral  duties,  is  ^tor  of  the 
“BaptiM  Voice,”  official  pubbcation  of 
the  National  Baptist  Ckmvention,  USA, 
Inc. 

“Good  News  Mississippi”  is  a  joint 
evangelistic  effort  for  Mack  and  white 
Baptists  in  the  state,  coordinated  by  a 
committee  of  leaders  from  both 
groups.  Earl  Kelly,  ezecuUve 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  and 
Richard  Porter,  president  of  the  East 
Mississippi  Missionary  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  are  co^hairmen  of  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

It  has  been  recommended  by  the 
Good  New  Mississippi  (Committee  that 
churches  in  north  Mississippi  have 
their  revivals  in  the  first  half  of  April 
and  churches  in  the  aouthetn  half  of 
the  state  plan  for  the  latter  half  of  the 
month. 

According  to  Roy  CoUum ,  director  of 
the  Mlaslstippi  Bwtist  ConvaatiQB 
Board’s  Evangelism  Doparhnant,  a 
number  of  Baptist  assodations  and 
churches  are  planning  for  lay 
evangelism  schools  or  other  witness 


training  classes  prior  to  the  revival  in 
April.  Scott  County  has  classes 
scheduled  Oct.  2-S  and  First  Faith 
Baptist  Church  in  Panola  County  is 
just  completing  a  session  in  witness 
training  this  week. 

“These  schools  will  be  an  integral 
part  ef  many  churches’  plans  for  the 
crusades,”  says  CoUum.  “AU  classes 
^  be  specificaUy  designed  for  teach¬ 
ing  personal  soul-winning  using  a  per¬ 
sonal  tesfinxiny,”  be  says. 

In  early  Mar^  of  next  year,  prior  to 
the  statewide  raUy  and  revivals,  “we 
are  encouraging  associations  to  have 
assodational  evangelism  clinics/ral- 
Ues  in  which  personal  witness  training 
will  be  given  to  pastors  and  other 
church  leaders,”  says  CoUum. 

CoUum  reports  that  his  office  in 
Jackson  wiU  be  sending  out  packets  of 
sample  advertising  materials  which 
relate  to  the  Good  News  Mississippi 
theme,  inciuding  bumper  stickers,  and 
door  handle  notes.  ‘These  materials 
may  be  ordered  by  churches  or  associ¬ 
ations.
